The unfortunate 6aTt\go claimed a largo 
share of tlio attention of members yastonliiy 
in the FIouso of Aosembly. Dr. Holmcken 
was for treating him in every respect like a 
wbito man, allowing him tlio same, libeily uf 
indulgence, and enforcing tlio same respon- 
sibilities. Mr. M'Cluro wail for Ireating him 
in overy regpoct as a child, prohibiting his 
drinking intoxicating liquore, and otherwise 
interfering with his evil habits and propensi- 
ties ; and Mr. UeCosmos vfas for treating bim 
as a domestic animal that required to bo fos- 
tered, looked niter and utilized. Each of 
the llireo systems has its supporters outsido 
tlio House as well us in it ; but we think the 
grunt majority of tho population are averse 
to the Crsl. Dr. Helnicken made the most 
of bis case, but when he argued that because 
we allow a wbito man to drink tntOJtioalitig 
liquors we should thereforo allow tlio Indian, 
ho brought forward a proposition that tho 
most asluto reaeoner would find untenable. 
Tho question is not whether tho Indian 
has as good a right to diink whiskey 
as a white man, but whether society 
can afford him tho oxerciso ol tho rig!.'. 
Those who havo had years of experi- 
ence of tho Indian oharncter say it can« 
not. They say that nn unlimited supply of 
drink to tho Indian would not only tend to 
tho destruction of tbe rnoe, but lo tlio 6crious 
injury of civilized settlements. There are, 
thercloro, two important subjects connected 
with llio question j the first, what is duo to 
tho Indian to protect him from himself, and 
tha second what is duo lo tho while man lo 
protect him from tho Indian. 

With regard to tho first of theao questions 
It does not require tho debate ol yesterday 
to prove that drink is injurious to the In- 
dian, lis effects on educated while men aro 
sufficient to make us dread its effects on the 
unlettered savoge. But there is a very ma- 
terial difference in the vioa of drunkenness 
among the civilized and among tho uncivili- 
zed. When Dr. Helmoken aska the same 
drinking privilege for tho Indian which wo 
givo the white man he asks for a privilege 
which tho Indian is certain to abuse. Tha 
refinement and cultivation of civili/.od life 
make drunkenness a vice that is punished by 
outlawry from good society. No man can 
hold any respectable position long who is a 
drunkard. Hence thoro is always a groat 
moral power urging tho weak to shun tho 
the temptation. But even if we take tho 
drunkards of civilised lifo, we shall find them, 
however brutalised by intoxication, still under 
somo of the restraints which education cr 
society imposos. What shall we say, how- 
ever ol the unfortunate Indian. There is no 
society belore his eyes to warn him from 
degradation, there is no educational restraint, 
no refinement of feeling, no intellectual 
power, — as near an animal as human being can 
possibly be, he rushes to intoxicating liquor 
with nn animal's appetite, and, with blood 
inflamed and brain in one continued whiil.re. 
semblco moro tho infuriated hull than anything 
partaking of tho divine i.-r,i S c. This is Iho 
reason why we make distinctions between tho 
■civilized and the savage. In the one ca'e wu 
have a race blossed with centuries of teaching 
— centuries of intellectual cultivation and self- 
restraint, and in tho other a race that knows 
as yet no higher gratification than the ani- 
mal appetite, and whose passions are as 
unrestiained as tlio impulses of the tiger. 
Is there thereloro any analogy iu tbe two 
cases? We give gunpowder to the soldier 
and to the sportsman, but prudence demands 
that we shall keep it from the child. 

It is not, however, as wo have ulready said, 
merely for tho Indian's sake that wu would 
prohibit bim from using intoxicating liquors 
— it is (or tbs sake of the wbito man as well. 
In a recent number of the Colonist wo guvo 
the remarks of Lord Stanley on the subject 
of relieving discharged prisoners. " 1 do ll," 
he says, in alluding to assisling the liberated 
criminal, " not mainly for his sake hut very 
muck for my own and for thut of the public 
in general. I do it on tho butiio principle 
that would lead mo lo get a muok-heap or a 
dead carcase carled away liom bofoto my door, 
because the tiling is a nuisance where it is.' 1 
On tbe same principle wo would guard the 
Indian, as much us laws can guard him, 
from drunkenness. We do not want to bo 
inflicted with tho nuisance. Wo want tho 
Indian to bo a sober and peaceful neighbor, 
not a roisterous rowdy, ready to tnko life 
just as quick as he would a drink. Dr. Ash 
illustrated tho mattor yesterday very well 
when he described the Indian village, peace- 
ful and industrious— every person in the 
tribe following his custouiury vocation, until 
there appears at the beach a man In a cauca 
with Bcvoral kegs of whiskey; Peace Bhorlly 
disappears, industry is trampled upon, and 
the lorost is made hideous with the yells and 
fightB of tlio now discordant and domoniaoal 
savages. There is nothing imaginary in Iho 
piclute— every person knows it is only loo 
true. Dr. Dickson nnd Dr. Powoll boib gave 
their individual experiences to a similar eilcct. 
Dr. Helmcken urgued ably of course on tho 
oppoiido side, but tha experience of the 
country was against him. What is demanded 
is a stringent liquor law tbut will, while not 
hampering commerce as some of tho clauses 
of tho bill beforo tho ilouso do, make it n 
vory difficult matter for tho Indian popula- 
tion to indulge in the vice of drunkon- 
Ddss. Wo quito agroo with Mr. IJoCos^ 
mos that what la roally wanted ia a general 
Indian policy that will utilize; Indian labor 
nnd intellect, such us it is ; in tho meantime, 
bowurcr, it is noccasury that oomo stringent 
bill should bo Immediately passed, and wo 
hope tlm Assembly will not throw tbe mea- 
sure oveiboard, us it seemed likely to do 
yesterday, because of tho restrictive charao 
tor of some of tlio olauses on tho export 
trade of tha port.

ns wall as tho Indiun, affecting, indeed, tho 
settlement of the country. If the natives 
were to have the opportunity always afforded. 
I hem ul getting drunk there would be an end 
i i Eatiling up the outlying districts of tho 
| Inland, Tho inefficiency of the present act 
i ul in this tospect tended very materially lo 
njuro the colony. Tho hon- Speaker's ur- 
;nmenl3 weie directed prinoipally to this net 
instead of to tho bill under discussion, which

check the evil. Tho hon. gentleman had

«vhi-koy ; for hon. gentlemen themselves, 
if they had ever indulged in the injurious 
beveragn would recollect tho head-ache, tho 
pains and tho i anscn which followed [laugh- 
ter].

Having passed ono stringent low creating 
a crime it was now sought to onforce uno- 
lliei still more stringent to punish it. lie 
believed that all the force on the Island 
could not prevent Indians from drinking 
liquor. The notion of sorority of punishment 
to prevent crimo ho thought had exploded 
long since ; moral, and nut physical loree, 
phould bj used to prevent tho evil ; mutiny 
would be beitur spent In sanding teachers 
among them. Indians could always got as 
much liquor as ihuy pluasod. The only olleot 
ol the Liquor Act wus to fill the prisons tit 
73 cents per head per day, besides the other 
additional expenses the country wae put to 
in lejpcol of whiskey sellers. And yet iho 
i-alo wont on, and Indians could got us inuoh 
whiskey as they wanted [Cries of no], Tho 
hon. gentleman contended that they could. 
The sale of liquors to Indians or anybody 
else Biionld be thrown open from one end of 
the Island to tho other (Cries of oh!| Ho 
would make no provision except that the 
seller should be licensed. And ho would 
also require that the spirits should ho of good 
quality, and not tho poisonous stuff whioh is 
now sold to Indiana, and whicli not only kills 
but inflames and onrages thorn [laughter] 
Tho hon, gentleman [Dr. Dickso: may 
laugh, but his experience will make hunsay 
the sumo thing [laughter]. If Indians wore 
allowed to purchase what liquor they liked 
they would havo grog fit for Christians In 
ilriuk. They might havo even champagne, 
[laughter|. Tho revenue would, in the next 
place, bo greatly augmented. Ho would 
prefer seeing the Indian encouraged to labor 
and worl- lor his whiskey. As to Hogging, 
there might bo cases in which flogging might 
bo advisable, but ho looked upon corporeal 
punishment for selling spirits to nn Ind'au 
with horror. (Ju did not regard it ns u 
crimu, and hundreds of othors wero ol the 
same wny of thinking, 

Mr. DoCosmos — Then flog tho Indian for 
taking it [laughter).

Lord 
Milton had said if some ruin wero spilt on 
the pnow the Indians all round within eight 
milec would scent it. It was necessary to 
orevent the Redskin from getting spirits 
whither il bo Hudson Hay rum or any oilier 
kind (laughter), lie find seen a quiet Indian 
settlement visited by a whisky-seller, and in 
a short lime tho wholo solllement wus a Bcene 
of riot, confusion, nnd murder. lie would 
not protect the ooward who sold spirits to tho 
pool Indian. The House should do its duty, 
and it would not be its limit if Iho law was 
not wholly effectual in preventing the evil. 
He would support Ihe bill even il it were 
mure etringen t.

From nil tho sources of information ut my 
command, I am convinced, if the crisis come, 
that tho whole Roman Catbolio population 
in this oountry will yield to no other class iu 
unwavering loyally and tho unllinching per- 
formance of duly in the day of trial. Apart 
bum the allegiance, which us clmrulim.cn, we 
owe to thu constituted authorities, wo have 
everything to lose nnd nothing whatever to 
gain by a change, be it ever so luring in tho 
distance. What can any Government give 
that wo have not got ? Wo have prosperity, 
law, order, peace, unmeasured liberty, llio 
oountry tenured against tho foroigo foe, trade 
and commeroo protected all over the world 
at an expense one- sixth less per head than 
in tho neighboring republic, and a mora 
fmolion an compared with the expenditure 
of uny other country wn know of. To ox- 
change this condition wiih any oilier would 
ho suicidal madness, and tho thinking, lead- 
ing portion of our people, tha portion that 
have anything t" los-i, are awaro of the fact. 
They, liko myself, have visited tho United 
Slates from lime to lime, and have had 
ample data lo guide them Iu tiio same con- 
clusion. Catholics, no doubt, enjoy many 
advantages in that country (and it is a bles- 
sing for milli on they havo such a country 
as a refuge), but aftei Iho experience ol 
twenty-four yoam in Hritish America, il is 
my deop conviction that Catholics, taking 
into account their numbers and opportuni- 
ties, aro wealthier and happier — boiler 
Christians — and socially and politically more 
elevated hero than thei e. 

In New York, Maryland and Louisiana, 
there are many Catholics in the higher walks 
of lifo, hut few are Irish or ot Irish descent, 
and they owo their posilion to anything 
rather than lo the political institutions of tho 
country. For over eighty years, I have yet 
to learn thut ono President, Vice President, 
or any member of the General Government 
at Washington, was a Catbolio ; and not 
more than two or threo of that faith (ns far 
as I could learn) have reached the t-junutori- 
al dignity, sinco thu days of Charles Carroll 
of Catrolllon. 

Catholics havo now no sharo in the Ex- 
ecutive, no seat in tho -Senate, and but very 
fow members in the IIuuso of Representa- 
tives. Wherever a few Calhclios appear in 
their Stato Legislatures, it is udmitiod that 
our people, according to numbers, are bul 
feobly and inadequately represented. These 
numbers are variously estimated ut from 
three to five millions — and deducting the 
cojmopolitari city of New York with its for- 
eign population snd foreign vote — deduct the 
Catholic cities of Baltimore, St. L>uis and 
New Orleans, whore iho mass of tho people- 
have belonged lo thnt laiih Irom Iho begin- 
ning, and what progross havo they made, 
what position do they now occupy ns con- 
trasted with ours iu British America. 

In Canada, Now DruuHvick, Nova Scotio, 
Newfoundland and Prince V. Iward Island, 
thero bus been no period since the (lavs ol 
led to the good oliices of certain Chris- emancipation, at whicli the Catholics have 

not possessed that intluenoo in iho commu- 
nity to which their numbers and position 
fairly entitled them. The Legislature, the 
Executivo Council, and the Uenoh are as 
accessible to iho Catholic as tho Protestant, 
whilst men of vast wealth and the highest 
business and social standing in every city, 
Ironi Montreal to St. John's, Newfoundland, 
arc to be found among our ranks. In all 
these pattieulars, according lo our numbers, 
we stand as a hundred to one when com- 
pared with our lellow religionists in Ike 
neighboring republic. The mechanic, iho 
laborer, und tho servant may receive higher 
wages there lhan here, (ol which however, 1 
havo grave doubts,) but taxes, costs, and 
charges aro as three to one. Besides the 
tax on thu raw material, they pay tivo per 
cent on the clulh in their coals, ond the 
leather in their boots. They pay live per 
cent more for them as they pass from the 
hands ol the tailor and boot maker, and one 
per cont nn each article. Tea, coffee, cotton, 
and silk, tobacco, liquors, match boxes, 
writing paper, und manufactured articles ot 
every description follow the sume oategoiy, 
so lliat they aie now beyond all comparison, 
the most heavily taxed people in Ihe world. 
Another war (and who can say how soon 
il may come; will make taxation still inoio 
oppressive. It is Irue, indeed, that at present 
wages, the poor, with prudence und economy 
can meet these accumulated charges, (and 
the desired effect, I they will be fortunate il Ihuy continuo in the 
He admitted I same happy pofitiou,) but n cannot bo pre- 
tended for 8 moment that they have tbo 
same substantial comforts und us much to 
"pond ut the end ol the year us the same 
classes in every part of British America. I 
have seen thousands migrate from I ore nnd 
not i no ever returned with a fortune made, 
or even n humble cetnpctcncy secured lor 
Ibeir declining years. I do not kuow hall 
a dozen awning seventy thousand ul au Irish 
f'aiholio population in the city of Ii iston, 
whose business position is half as good or 
respectable as that of hundreds in Montreal 
or (Jjebee, or even in ibis small city. 

Our people therefore' have nothing lo 
expert from change of any kind but increa- 
sed taxation, diminished incomes, a decided 
fall in tho social soale, tha scathing con- 
tempt ol their new ru'era, as was ever the 
case in New England, and with ihese, per- 
haps, the horrors ol a devastating war. 
Tho great Government of tho United States 
has nothing more tempting !•, offer ; lyid 
what havo wo to expect from the so-called 
Fenians, thai pitiable knot of knavos and 
f.iols, who, nnablo to degrade) themselves, 
aro doing nil in their power lo add another 
Balliogary lo tho history ol Ireland, and tn 
make the condition of our poor country more 
deplorable than bofore. 

On Hie oocosioii of my recent visit to the 
Uniied Stales, many of those poor deluded 
people talked as flippantly and confidently 
of takint; all llritii-b America in'tho course 
of this winter and holding it, as if they 
already had the tille Uecds in their pockols. 
If they tome on the Btrcngtb of their own 
resources, if will indeed be a laughable scurf.; 
and from what is now occurring at New 
York, wo may easily foresee the glorious 
denouement. Two millions of Protestants, 
and eighteen hundred thousand Catholics, 
who havo mothers, wives, nud daughters — 
happy homes and lion altars, and a Govern- 
ment of their own choico — will meet them 
as tbey would tho freebooter nnd assassin, 
wiih knile; iu hand on Ihe trnil of his victim. 
From thnir success wo huvo nothing to ex- 
pect but bloodshed, rapine, and nnarohy, and 
iho overthrow uf Qod's religion — lor all this 
iH inscribed on their hammers. Tablu tur- 
ning and rapporisui, ihe rhapsodies and ox- 
irovagances of n moonstruck brain, are to 
tako tho place of the old religion in lrolund, 
and tho priests of tho land aro lo bo ester* 
minnted under tho fostering negis ol iho new 
Republic All British America is to lie 
occupied and declared u neutral territory, 
wherein Fenian armies and navies aro to ho 
recruited and built up' The power of Eng- 
land is to bo crushed. — Protestants, Catholic 
Priests, and the upper classes of Catholics in 
Ireland arc to be exterminated, and .1 now 
republic is in bo inaugurated with an ex« 
lunatic, Mr. O'Mahony, ai its beadl With 
suoh a programme the Catholics of tbii 
country will nisutedly accord to tho Pcninns, 
il they corne, Iho warm reception they so 
riolily deserve.— And with a prayer to the
